May Be Freed 


MIAMI 'UPI) — An American 
Red Cross official said Sunday 
that 23 United States citizens now 
imprisoned in Cuba may soon bo 
released if Fidel Castro is “in a 
good mood." 
Cuba's return of invasion pris­ 
oners in exchange for food and 
medical supplies may have set the 
right “psychological atmosphere" 
for bringing the jailed Americans 
home, according to Raymond S. 
Eaton, vice president for interna­ 
tional relations for the Red Cross. 


It was reported that James V. 
Donovan, New York attorney who 
negotiated the Cuban prisoner 
swap, is attempting to obtain the 
release of the U.S. captives. 


Eaton said the 23 men and 
women have been held on a "va­ 
riety of charges." Reports from 
the Swiss Embassy in Havana 
have said some of them are in 
“poor shape." 
He said the Red Cross “has 
been unable to form a basis for 
negotiations with the Cuban Red 
Cross for the Cuban government" 
on the releases, despite year-long 
efforts.

MIAMI (UPI) — For more than seven months, the day began about 6:30 
a.m. with a pash, a shove, a loud noise. Each day was like another. And always 
the glaring light — the sun in the daytime and the electric bulbs when it was dark 
oustide. 
About 300 of us — some were 
political prisoners—were crushed 
in a cell maybe large enough to 
hold 50 beds. 
For bedding we had the floor. 
For covers, we had whatever 
clothes we had on, on that par­ 
ticular day. 
After our rude awakening by 
the guards, we waited for break­ 
fast. Sometimes it came, some­ 
times it didn’t. 
We had to warm it up when it 
did come. Normally we were 
coffee and bread, some- 
coffee and plantain. 
Sit And Wait 
The rest of the morning we just 
sat and waited to be mustered. 
Sometimes, for as long as a 
month, we would be given our 
breakfast at ll a.m., our lunch 
at 12:30 p.m. and our supper at 
2 p.m. Normally, however, we 
would get our lunch — usually 
cornmeal with nothing to drink— 
at about I p.m. 
After long hours (rf waiting we 
would be permitted to take turns 
at the two shower baths provided 
for us. Then we would be served 
supper. 
It was macaroni. Always maca­ 
roni. For as long as I can re­ 
member. 
It was terrible, just terrible. 
Then the waiting again, always 
with a warning we must be very 
quiet. 
Makes Chess Board 
Once we managed to make a 
chess board out of cigar boxes 
and we played chess. 
Very little body harm was done 
to us — shoves mostly—although 
on one occasion or two we saw 
some of our companions in prison 
being beaten up by guards. 
The Communists don’t try to 
break you by force. They just 
bother you to death. 
They give you something one 
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day and take it away from you 
for the next two months. 


We never received mail. Some­ 
how, though, we managed to k*cp 
informed generally (rf what went 
on in the outside world. 
We 
learned with glee about the Cu­ 
ban blockade. 
But nobody will ever, ever be­ 
lieve things that happened lo us 
happened to humans. We weren't 
just worms, 
as Fidel 
Cistro 
called us. We had to be pigs to 
exist in that. It’s a wonder only 
one of us died.

Runs From Car 
Edwards noticed a woman run 
from the car of John Stewart, 
45, of 155 W»M Rri^oi Road, 
Southampton The woman, whose 
name was not disclosed, ran to­ 
ward a telephone booth to "call 
my brother to come and get me." 
She then saw Edwards and told 
him she had been a passenger 
in Stewart’s car but that he had 
been drinking. She said, however, 
that she had no complaint to 
register against either Stewart or 
his son. John T. Stewart Jr. also 
a passenger in the car. 
Urged Te Take Nap 
Edwards walked to the Stewart 
car and talked to the senior 
Stewart, trying to urge him to 
pull off the road and take a nap.

Castro

Finally Gives Consent 


Only then, lounging in a brand 
new U.S. automobile beside the 
isolated San Antioni de log Banos 
Air Base 25 miles from Havana, 
did he finally give his consent 
for the departure of the first 
plane load of prisoners. 
According to one released pris­ 
oner, Castro’s deliberate stalling 
ceased only after a heated por 
test by New York attorney James 
B. Donovan. 


Enrique Ruiz Williams, who 
arrived here on the first plane, 
said Donovan pleaded with Castro 
"to let the first plane go." 
According to Ruiz, the Cuban 
premier finally waved his arms 
wildly and shouted: 
“AU right. And use all your 
planes. Get them out of here." 
The first plane assigned to re­ 
turn the prisoners had landed at 
San Antonio at 7:27 a m. On the 
freedom side of the Sugar Cane 
Curtain there was no inkling of 
what was transpiring as hour fol­ 
lowed worrisome hour without any 
news of the long-expected prison­ 
er airlift. 


Relatives had begun to gather 
in cavernous dinner Key Auditor­ 
ium, once a seaplane clippper 
hangar, at dawn. They were not 
allowed at Homestead Air Force 
base, where the airlift planes 
were to land and the prisoners 
were to be fed and processed. 


Then, at 6:06 p.m., with only 
a faint glow still baby pink in the 
western sky. the first plane made 
its touchdown at Homestead. A 
searchlight battery brought in by 
the 
Strategic 
Air 
Commmand 
played on the glistening white 
fuselage of the Pan American 
plane.

Moments later the first 106 lib­ 
erated prisoners began to debark, 
walking into a whirlpool of emo­ 
tion. Officials broke through re­ 
straining ropes. And at the foot of 
the ramp, dad in the insulting 
butter yellow T-shirts they now 
wear as a badge of honor, waited 
many of the 60 sick and wounded 
released “on credit " in AprU, 
One of them hobbled forward 
on one leg, the other left back 
there on the shores of UM Bay of 
Pigs, to embrace a comrade. 
Another hugged to him a cousin 
One sleeve was empty but his 
grip was firm.

75,000 Longshoremen Strike

NEW YORK (UPI) — A strike bv 75,000 dock- 
workers brought shipping to a near halt 
Coast and Gulf of Mexico ports. 
Leaders of the International 
Longshoremen's Association (ILA) 
confident of a quick victory, 
turned down President Kennedy’s 
eleventh-hour appeal for a 90-day 
truce he had urged “in the na­ 
tional interest." 
The dockworkers helped ship­ 
pers load and unload cargoes in 
the feverish last hours of port 
activity Sunday, thai walked off 
the piers from Maine to Texas 
at the appointed hour of 5 p.m. 
EST. An 80-day "cooling off" pe­ 
riod ordered under the Taft- 
Hartley Act expired at that time. 
In answer to Kennedy’s warn­ 
ing that the strike would "choke 
the economy and cut the nation's 
lifelines with the rest of the 
world," the ILA replied it would 
be "fruitless" to delay a walkout 
for three months of talks. The un­ 
ion promised to continue handling 
all military cargo. 
The main issue in the dead­ 
locked dispute was over the size 
of work gangs. The New York 
Shipping 
Association 
(NYSA) 
wants the gangs reduced from 20 
to 17. The ILA claims such a re­ 
duction 
would 
result 
in 5,000 
longshoremen losing their jobs. 
Thomas W. (Teddy) Gleason, 
vice president of the ILA, pre 
dieted the strike would be short 
“They’re very weak, we’ll lick 
'em fast," he declared. 
Similar views were expressed 
by ILA officials in other cities. 
In New Orleans, ILA Local 1418 
President Alfred Chittenden esti­ 
mated the strike will last only 8 
to IO days because “the country 
can’t take it" any longer. 
A Virginia dock foreman said 
a settlement will come “after the 
holidays when everybody will be 
more suitable to concentrate.1 
The speeded-up Sunday work 
schedule made it possible for
